The Mayor’s Levee, mark¬ 
ing the 25th anniversary of 
the amalgamation of the 
town of Bradford and Town¬ 
ship of West Gwillimbury, 
felt like a reunion. 

Hundreds turned out for 
the event, held at the BWG 
Leisure Centre on Jan. 10, 
including past mayors, dep¬ 
uty mayors, reeves, and 
councillors, as well as former 
staff, residents, and visiting 
dignitaries, the deputy war¬ 
den of Simcoe County Terry 
Dowdall, and MP for York- 
Simcoe Peter Van Loan. 

Under the provincial gov¬ 
ernment of Mike Harris, a 
number of smaller munici¬ 
palities were amalgamated 
- including, in 1991, West 
Gwillimbury and Bradford, 
as the new Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury. The goal 
was to create stronger, more 
sustainable municipalities, 
but also to relieve the bur¬ 
den on the province: towns 
received fewer free services 
than townships. 

Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury Mayor Rob Keffer, 

ago, wore the BWG Chain 
of Office as he welcomed 
guests. “This chain repre¬ 
councils before me,” he said, 
with symbolism represent¬ 
ing the rich lands and fields 
of the Holland Marsh, its riv¬ 
ers, as well as the horses of 


the English City of Bradford, 
the Scotch thistle represent¬ 
ing the Scotch Settlement, 
the tulip for pioneering sur¬ 
veyor Samuel Holland, and 
the only cow in Canadian 
heraldry, representing the 
local dairy industry. 

MP Van Loan acknowl¬ 
edged the long history of 
both Bradford and West 
Gwillimbury, with a nod to 
the "tremendous pioneers, 
tremendous builders" 
whose names are still part 
of the community. “You 
hear those names, all over 
town today,” he said. 

Many were in the audi¬ 
ence - representatives of 
the Evans family, the Knee- 
shaws, former Warden of 
Simcoe County John Fen¬ 
nell, former Council¬ 
lors Rick Wright, Mikki 
Nanowski, John Gabriel, 
Sharon Villani, Bob Stur¬ 
geon, Natalie Dykie, John 
Gorzo Jr., Bob Hamilton, 
Jeannie Salmon, former 
deputy mayor and Sim¬ 
coe County warden Dennis 
Roughley. 

Roughley spoke of the 
successes of amalgama¬ 
tion, and expressed a hope 
for the continuing prosper¬ 
ity of the town. "We solved 
our problems, we moved 
forward,” he said. “25 years 
pass very quickly, as we 
know.”

Medical training for 
firefighters 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire 
& Emergency Services asked the 
town to authorize a three-year 
medical oversight agreement 
between the fire service and the 
Central East Pre-hospital Care 
Program at Lakeridge Health, 
to provide medical training/ 
education and quality assurance 
for all firefighters, volunteer 
and full-time. Cost is $170 
per firefighter, for a once-a- 
year training session, with an 
additional charge of $1200 if 
firefighters need training at other 
times of the year. Total costs are 
expected to come to $14,820 over 
the three-year contract, with the 
fire dept, adding an estimated 
seven volunteers per year. 

Councillor Mark Contois asked 
why the department would train 
volunteers, when it now has 
platoons of full-time firefighters 
“24/7.” He noted, “That's a lot of 
money." 

Contois was told by Deputy 
Fire Chief Olaf Lamerz that the 
four full-time firefighters on each 
platoon “respond as a unit.” If 
there is a second medical call,

there may be no one with medical 
training available to respond. By 
training the volunteers, Lamerz 
said, the fire service will be able 
“to maintain a consistent level 
of care... It's more a building- 
in of a fail-safe. That's why we 
incorporated the medical training 
of the volunteers." 

The costs of the training will be 
covered by revenues generated by 
an agreement with Fire Marque 
services, which recovers money 
from insurance companies for 
some fire calls. Council approved 
the agreement. 

Looking at traffic lights 

Council, in Committee of the 
Whole, approved a request of 
the Traffic Committee and asked 
staff to investigate the cost of 
installing traffic signals at the 
intersection of the 8th Line and 
Summerlyn/Rogers Trail. The new 
lights will eventually be installed 
as part of the reconstruction of 
Line 8; the Traffic Committee 
has suggested the signals are 
needed sooner, and asked for 
the information on costing. The 
committee also recommended 
turning down a request for traffic 
lights at the intersection of Line 8 


and Lowe's Gate, as not warranted 
by traffic counts. 

Community Safety Zone 

The Traffic Committee has 
recommended the extension of 
the Community Safety Zone in 
the vicinity of St. Angela Merici 
Catholic Elementary School, 
located at the corner of Aishford 
and West Park Avenue; and the 
new Chris Hadfield Public School, 
at West Park and Miller Avenue, 
which is expected to open this 
January. St. Angela Merici has 621 
registered students; Chris Hadfield 
PS is expected to have 559. The 
majority of the students are within 
walking distance; only a handful are 

There have been numerous 
traffic complaints from the vicinity 
of the schools and Kuzmich 
Memorial Park, including speeding, 
illegal parking, mid-block u-turns, 
traffic congestion and jaywalking. 
Fines in a Community Safety Zone 
can be doubled. 

Council approved the request to 
extend the Community Safety Zone - 
and to eliminate parking on the south 
side of Aishford, between West Park 
Ave and Sutherland. Parking will be 
permitted on the north side of Aishford.

The afternoon included free skat¬ 
ing on the leisure centre’s ice rinks, free 
refreshments, a musical interlude by 
the Bradford Children’s Choii; and the 
presentation of plaques. 

Mayor Keffer recognized Frances 
Kneeshaw, 101 years of age, as the 
“longest living resident bom in and 
residing in Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury," and Peter Dykie Jr. as the long¬ 
est-serving councillor, sitting on Brad¬ 
ford and then Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury Council for over 30 years. 

And the mayor received a plaque 
commemorating the 25th anniversary 
of amalgamation from Councillor Gary 

Lamb spoke of the changes that 
have occurred since the township area 
was first surveyed in 1803 - and the 


initial clash of principles and policies, 
after amalgamation. ‘We’ve survived 
and we’re building on it Onward and 
upward,” Lamb said, encouraging resi¬ 
dents to lookback at the historic roots. 

’’There's tremendous history in this 
community. I'm glad we kept the 'West 
Gwillimbury" (in the name) because 
it’s named for Lady Gwillim” - wife of 
the Iieut-Govemor John Graves Sim- 
coe, and a key figure in the history of 
Upper Canada, Lamb said 

Even before amalgamation, the res¬ 
idents of Bradford and West Gwillim¬ 
bury worked together said Mayor Kef¬ 
fer - building the old Bradford and 
District Memorial Community Centre, 
providing assistance to the victims of 
Hurricane Hazel in 1954, and the tor¬ 
nado of 1985. Now, he said, “Bradford 
West Gwiliunbury is 25 years old, and it 
is a pretty good place to live.”

It’s been a long journey 
for the family of Ali A1 Sht- 
eiwe, his wife Manjiye, and 
their nine children. 

It started when they fled 
civil war and brutal vio¬ 
lence in their hometown 
near Homs, in Syria. They 
fled to Lebanon, where they 
registered with the United 
Nations - and waited, hop¬ 
ing to someday be able to 
return to their Syrian home- 

But days turned to 
months, months to years. 

The journey ended on 
Jan. 7, when the A1 Sht- 
eiwe family, sponsored by a 
group of local churches and 
supporters, arrived in Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury. 

BRIDG, an interdenomi¬ 
national group, sponsored 
the family late last year, 
but had no idea when they 
would be arriving in Can¬ 
ada. The initial wait time, 
they were told, was six to 
eight weeks. 

In fact, the process took 
less than that - and on Jan. 
6, the family of 11 arrived 
at Pearson International 
Airport in Toronto. There 


ing, an overnight stay in a 
hotel, and then, on Friday, 
the trip to Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, and a home 
on County Rd. 88 where the 
family will be staying until 
they find their feet in their 
adopted country. 

They were greeted by Rev. 
Jim Keenan of Bradford 
United Church and other 
members of BRIDG, and by 
interpreters Sam Mati and 
his wife, Cecilia Assiz. 

Ali and Manjiye and their 
children, ranging in age 
from 2 to 17 years old, were 
given a tour of the home, 
provided at no cost by 
developer DG Group. The 
tour ended in the kitchen, 
where Sam and Cecilia 
explained everything from 
the microwave oven, to 
peanut butter and jam, 
before the family sat down 
to a lunch of soup and Mid¬ 
dle Eastern bread. 

“This house has been 
totally furnished by people 
giving donations,” said Rev. 
Keenan, told the family. 
“People just want you to be 
Canadians and be success¬ 
ful, and be happy in Can¬ 
ada... Welcome!”

Trudeau Liberals right 
to engage with China 


P rime Minister Justin Trudeau 
should be signing as many 
free trade deals as he can. The good 
news is, there are signs the PM wants 
to head in this direction. 

Recent reports reveal Trudeau 
wants to broker a deal with China — 
the planet’s second largest economy 
when it comes to nominal GDP. 

In terms of purchasing power, the 
Asian superpower is unsurpassed. 

Despite its current slowdown, the 
country is an economic force that 
cannot be ignored. 

Canada’s relationship with China 
under the Harper Conservatives was 
rocky at times. 

The Chinese government wasn’t 
overjoyed when Stephen Harper 
criticized them for their dealings 
with Tibet. 

But by 2014, Harper had signed an 
investment promotion deal with the 
country. 

It’s encouraging to read reports 
that Trudeau wants to build upon 
the direction Harper was heading in. 

While we have concerns with 
many elements of the Liberals' 
agenda, as an opposition leader and 
now as prime minister, Trudeau 
seems to recognize the importance 
of free trade in growing the 
Canadian economy and enhancing 
our political influence abroad. 

It would have been easy for 


Trudeau to have campaigned 
against the Harper government’s 
participation in the Trans Pacific 
Partnership — he could have 
trotted out the kind of 1980s-vintage 
criticisms levelled by Tom Mulcair 
and the New Democrats. 

Instead, Trudeau has described 
his Liberals as firmly "pro-trade." 

"We understand how important 
it is to engage the world,” he told an 
audience in London, Ont, back in 
October. 

Those words will surely be put to 
the test in the years ahead. 

The Canadian economy’s current 
struggles highlight the importance of 
having a diverse approach to growth. 

Enhanced trade with China 
would be worth a great deal to the 
Canadian economy. 

China’s final GDP for 2014 stood at 
$9.65 trillion US. Food and lumber 
have been cited as just two sectors 
of the economy that would benefit 
substantially. 

The Harper government had 
legitimate concerns about human 
rights issues in China. 

We hope Trudeau keeps these in 
mind while pursuing trade relations. 

Regardless of some current 
economic challenges of its own, 
China will be a major economic 
player on the world stage for 
generations to come.
